ADDRESS 


OF 


HON. JOSEPH B. ADAMS, MAYOR, 


AT THE 
ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 
January 4, 1870. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL :— 


WE have to-day taken upon ourselves the responsibility 
of managing the municipal affairs of our city for the en- 
suing year, and our fellow citizens who have invested us 
with the authority, reasonably expect us to watch carefully 
over the interests of the city, and to devote our time and 
energies to its prosperity. 

Most of you have had experience in conducting the mu- 
nicipal business, the past year, and are well aware of the 
responsibility of the trust committed to you. To those 
who now for the first time occupy places in the City Gov- 
ernment, | would say, that the duties of your positions ‘will 
necessarily employ much of your time; but in accepting 
our several stations we all engage to use our best endeav- 
ors to promote the public welfare, and to shrink from no 
sacrifice that the public service may require of us. 

One of our earliest duties will be to consider the finan- 
cial condition of the city and to make arrangements for 
raising the means to defray the current expenses of the 
year. In doing this we should strive to reduce the public 
taxes, so far as it can be done without injury to the public 
interests. 

Our city debt on the first day of January, 1870, amounted 
_ to $256,000, being a reduction ef about $50,000 in the past

three years. $15,000 of the debt became due last year, for 
which no appropriation was made, and that amount will 
have to be provided for in addition to $5100 becoming due 
this year. 

The greater part of this debt was incurred in doing our 
proportion of the work in putting down a gigantic rebel- 
lion against the government and laws of our country, and 
if the amount bears heavily, and will for years bear heav- 
ly upon the shoulders of the tax-payers, we must attribute 
to those who planned and perpetrated the crime and those 
who encouraged them in it, the burdens which it brought 
upon us. 

You will hardly expect me, upon first entering upon the 
office of Mayor, to be prepared to make any special recom- 
mendations in any department of the municipal adminis- 
tration. In general, 1 desire to record my earnest deter- 
mination to have the affairs of the city conducted honestly, 
and with the strictest economy. 

In the police department, upon the efficiency of which 
our security and comfort so largely depend, I would advise 
that none but honest and capable persons be employed. 
It is well understood that it is in the power of these officers, 
if disposed to be corrupt, to wink at many violations of the 
laws and city ordinances, to gratify their friends or to put 
money in their pockets. Such conduct tends directly to 
diminish the respect for the laws and to encourage crime. 
No man should be allowed in a position to exercise such 
power, who is. not known to be reliable and strictly trust- 
worthy. . 

Your Fire Deparment, I understand, is in excellent 
order, well organized and well conducted. It is upon a 
competent and well organized Fire Department that the 
citizens depend for protection from the devouring element, 
and it will be your duty to see that its efficiency 1s not in- | 
jured through any lack of a proper appropriation for this 
purpose. You are wellaware that our facilities for obtain. 
ing a supply of water in case of fire are very limited. I 
would recommend that one or more Reservoirs be built the 
present year. 
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I have been informed that our public schools are in ex- 
cellent condition, and will compare favorably with the same 
grade of schools anywhere in New England. I trust they 
will continue to have that support which they are entitled 
to at your hands. No purpose for which money is e 
pended so well repays the outlay as that expended in the 
education of our young, and we cannot too highly estimate 
the benefits and blessings of our public schools. 

You will, 1 am sure, agree with me that the unfortunate 
persons who are dependent upon the public for their sup- 
port, should be in all respects suitably and comfortably 
provided for. It is well known that the prices of most of the 
necessaries of life have largely increased within the past 
ten years, yet I cannot but believe that the increased ex- 
pense of maintaining the poor at our City Almshouse has 
far exceeded the amount which the advance in such prices 
would warrant. 

If Lam correctly informed, the average cost per week of 
supporting each pauper at the Almshouse, in addition to 
the produce of the farm, has been as follows: 

For 5 years, from 1860 to 1864, inclusive, 84 cts. 

For 4 3-4 years, ending Sept. 30th, 1869, $2 01. 

It seems very clear that this very great increase of ex- 
pense cannot be accounted for by enhancement of the pri- 
ces, for within the past four years it is well known that the 
cost of many staple articles of food has decreased. 

It is apparent there must be either some unfaithfulness in 
the management or some fault in the system, to bring the 
expenses so far above those of similar institutions else- 
where. I invite your attention to this matter in order that 
it may be fully examined, and such remedy applied to the 
existing evil as may be found necessary. 

The County Almshouse has relieved us of a large por- 
tion of those who have heretofore been supported at the 
city farm, but twenty-three now remaining. It is thought 
by many that it would be for the interest of the city to dis- 
pose of the farm, and that the income of the money would 
support our poor. Iam not prepared to make any re-

commendations on this subject at this time, but hope you 
will give the matter your serious consideration. 

You will have before you the various reports of the City 
officers, which I recommend you carefully to examine; and 
such matters as occur to myself which concern the public 
interest and require your attention, I will, from time to 
time, present to your notice. 

I beg to receive suggestions from all quarters, of any 
mistakes to be rectified or any improvements to be made, 
that will tend to promote the welfare of our people or the 
prosperity of our city. 

In point of natural advantages, of substantial wealth, 
and the character and intelligence of its population, Ports- 
mouth will compare favorably with cities of its size the 
country over. Nature has given us a commodious harbor 
and a healthful location; we have artificial means of com- 
munication along the seaboard and with the interior, and a 
long course of industry and economy has rendered our 
people wealthy and prosperous. Our Schools and public 
institutions are well supported’and ample; our streets and 
sidewalks are generally well built, ighted and drained; our 
taxes though high, are not oppressively burdensome, and 
are being gradually lightened. No great public expendi- 
ture, so far as we can forsee, is likely to come upon us at 
an early day. 

With these advantages, and with a municipal government 
economically conducted, there seems no reason why our 
city should not make rapid advancement in the future, if 
our people are not blind to their true interest. Letus take 
a lesson from a neigboring city, whose natural advantages 
are little if at all superior to our own, which twenty years 
ago was only abreast of us, but which of late has outstrip- _ 
ped most of her eastern competitors in the race of pro- — 
gress. What is the secret of the advancement of Port- 
land? Itis to be found, I believe, mainly in the enterprize 
of her business and wealthy citizens. Instead of sitting 
down contented with what they have acquired, they are 
willing to risk their gains in projects for the improvement 
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of the business and commerce of the city, to develop its 
manufactures, its trade, its shipping interest, its system of 
railway communication. The capital of Portland is mainly 
invested at home, in everything that contributes to her 
_ prosperity and improvement. 

In order to make our city what it ought to be, to add to 
its trade, manufactures and commerce, it only needs that 
our men of means should adopt the same measures. Let 
the surplus wealth of our city be employed in developing 
our own resources, in adding to our communications with 
other parts of the country, in introducing new manufac- 
tures, and we should soon experience the benefits of the 
change, in the increase of population, business and wealth. 
A general spirit of enterprise in our people is alone want- 
ing to restore Portsmouth to the place which she so long 
held, at the head of the towns of New Hampshire.

AT THE 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 
January 3, 1871, 


Gentlemen of the City Council :—Having been selected by 
our fellow citizens to manage the municipal affairs of our 
City for the current year, let us, one and all, enter upon our 
official duties with a firm determination to justify the con- 
fidence reposed in us. 

Some of you have had experience the past year in con- 
ducting the business of the city, and are well aware of the 
duties and responsibilities of your position. To those 
who are now for the first time to occupy places in the city 
Government, allow me to say, that much of your time will 
necessarily be employed in performing the duties devolving 
upon you; but in accepting the several stations to which 
we have been elected, we have all engaged to give all 
needful attention, and use our best efforts for the public 
good. . 

One of the first duties which you will be called upon to 
perform, is that of making appropriations to meet the cur- 
rent expenses ofthe year. In doing this, I trust that every 
appearance of extravagance will be avoided, and that econ- 
omy will be the rule in all your transactions. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that an inadequate 
appropriation is not true economy,—a sufficient amount 
should be raised to keep our schools, streets and public 
buildings, fire department, police force and poor farm, in a 
condition of efficiency and utility. 
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Our city debt amounts to the sum of $250,100, having 
been reduced in the past five years $83,500, so that it will 
be but a few years, with economy and good management 
of our city affairs, before we shall be entirely free from 
debt. 

To relieve the poor and distressed, is a duty incumbent 
upon all. Misfortune which cannot be foreseen may fall 
upon the best among us, and the family to-day blest with 
affluence may to-morrow be reduced to want. ‘To relieve 
the misfortunes and sufferings of the poor, we ought never 
to contribute grudgingly, either as individuals or as dis- 
pensers of the public bounty, and I recommend thata liber- 
al appropriation be made for this purpose. 

The City Almshouse and farm is under the superintend- 
ance of Mr. Haven L. Scott, assisted by Mrs. Scott as 
matrou; who have performed the ardvous and difficult. 
duties incumbent upon them to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Overseers and of the City Council. 

The whole number of inmates on the Ist of January, 1871, 
was 31; there are in the Almshouse at this time 5 insane 
persons, and at the Insane Asylum at Concord, supported 
in whole or in part by the city, 11. 

The police I consider one of ‘the most important dapeste 
ments of the City Government, as our main reliance for the 
preservation of peace and good order, for the enforeement 
of our laws and ordinances, and for the detection and 
punishment of criminals. 

To the force so especially charged with the security of 
property and life among us, I consider it of the greatest. 
importance that none but entirely competent and trustwor- 
thy men should be appointed. 

The appropriations for these important objects are neces- 
sarily large. During the past year a great amount of labor 
has been performed upon our streets, in various parts of 
the city, but most of the gravel to be found within our own 
limits, is entirely unfit for making a hard and durable road- 
way. To remedy this difficulty, the city has contracted 
for one of Rawson & Hittinger’s stone crushers, which it 
is believed will prepare the most suitable and economical 
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material for the construction of our streets. The crusher 
and steam engine are now in process of construction, 
ata cost of $2400. 

Our sidewalks are in good condition and will compare 
favorably with other cities of equal size. A larger amount 
of brick walks have been laid during the past year than 
ever before in a single year. 

Some of our bridges are very much out of repair, and I 
would recommend an appropriation for putting Sagamore 
bridge and the north mill bridge, which are in a dangerous 
condition, in good repair the present year. 

IT am pleased to say this department was never in better 
condition than at present. No one who has noticed its 
operations could fail to perceive the great improvement it 
has made within the four past years. During the last year 
a steam fire-engine has been added, ata cost of $4160, and 
a new hose carriage, costing $600; also $1622 has been 
spent for hose. We now have in good order three steam 
and two hand engines. Our fire department is composed 
of some of our active and energetic young men, upon 
whose fidelity we can with confidence rely in the hour of 
trialanddanger. But gentlemen, if we expect our gallant 
firemen to protect our property from the devouring ele- 
ment, itis our duty to provide the means. You are well 
aware that the present supply of water is very inadequate, 
especially in case of a serious conflagration; and I would 
recommend that an appropriation be made for building, 
this year. one or more capacious reservoirs. 

I am pleased to state that the public schools of the city 
are in a flourishing condition, and will not suffer by com- 
parison with those of the same grade in any other place in 
New England. They are the nurseries of intelligence and 
virtue for the rising generation, and are entitled to receive 
our deep interest and fostering care. 

Within the past year a new school house has been 
erected in District No. 1, at a cost of $3859 55, and exten- 
sive repairs have been made on the Haven School-house, 
and most of the other old houses. The school buildings at 
this time are uniformly good, and the teachers are be- 
lieved to be faithful and competent.

Our school committees are deserving of the gratitude of 
the public for their gratuitous labors for the advancement 
of popular instruction. Their duties have been performed 
with intelligence, discretion and fidelity ; and it would be a 
great misfortune to our city if anything should occur to 
impair in the least degree the usefulness or excellent sys 
tem of the public schools. 

I will take this occasion to recommend the sale of one- 
half of the city farm; I am of the opinion that ninety acres 
would be made more profitable for the city than one hun- 
dred and eighty acres now are; I hope you will give this 
subject your serious consideration. 

The cess-pool at the Creek has been filled up and the 
nuisance abated by the city at a cost of $112208. A suit 
has been instituted to recover this amount from the owners 
of the property. 

And now, gentlemen, with devout thankfulness that the 
year that is past has brought such a measure of prosperity 
and happiness to our people, let us enter upon the labors 
and duties of the new year with the resolution that no ca- 
lamity or misfortune shall come upon our city, which it 
is within the power of honesty and diligence to avert.

To the Board of Mayor and Aldermen :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I would respectfully report that at the 
commencement of the present year there were pending in 
the Supreme Judicial Court, two actions in which the City 
was interested, viz :— 

Joshua L. Foster vs. City of Portsmouth, entered Oct. 
term, 1868, which was an action to recover damages for 
injury done by rioters to plaintiff’s Printing Office on Daniel 
street. 

Edward Rundlett and Caroline Rundlett, Ptrs. vs. City of 
Portsmouth, filed March Ist, 1869, which petition was for 
increase of damages for land on and near Middle ‘street. 

These actions have been continued from term to term 
during the year until October term 1870, when Foster 
vs. City of Portsmouth was entered ‘“ Neither Party,”— 
each party paying their own costs—and Rundlett vs City 
of Portsmouth, was settled by defendant paying plaintiffs 
$345 92, that being the amount of the award with interest 
from date of the award, and an increase of $50. 

In the Probate Court at the commencement of the pres- 
ent year there was pending a Petition for the revocation 
of Guardianship over Mary H. Akerman, of Portsmouth.- 
This petition is still pending, but marked “Not to be 
brought forward.” 

On the 15th of November, 1870, a petition of Simon 
Marston, Joseph Marston and John L. Downs, was filed 
with the Clerk of the Supreme Judicial. Court, for the 
extension of Wibird street, and the City have been cited to 
appear at the January term of said Court, to show cause 
why this prayer should not be granted.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Chief Engineer, Fire Department, 


For Year ending December 31, 1870. 


To his Honor the Mayor and City Councils :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the ordinance defining 
the duties of Chief Engineer, I herewith present the annual 
report of the condition of the Fire Department, a list of the 
fires which have occurred during the past year, the amount 
of property belonging to the City under my charge, and a 
list of the reservoirs, wells, water stops, and hydrants, 
with their location. 

The Engine Houses are in good condition, with the 
exception of No. 5 House, which needs slight repairs. 

Steamer No. 1 cannot be relied upon; it is too heavy to 
haul rapidly through the streets ; when an alarm of fire is 
given, something always gives out. I would respectfully 
recommend that it be sold, or exchanged for a Manchester 
Machine. A large amount of money has been expended 
on Steamer No. 2 during the past year. The best of com- 
position tubes have been put in, and other repairs have 
been made on the Engine, which is now in the best work- 
‘Ing order. 

The Hook & Ladder Carriage and all belonging thereto 
is in good order. The two four-wheeled Hose Carriages 
have been remodeled and are now strong and durable. 

There is 4,650 feet of hose, all of which is reliable. We 
have 1,650 feet of Hand Engine hose, 600 feet of which is 
nearly new. 

The Hand Engines are in good order; I have found them 
very useful in holding the fire in check while the Steamers 
were getting ready to work. 
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The reservoirs are in good condition,but the supply pipes 
are too small; I would respectfully recommend that larger 
ones be put in. It is known that there is a scarcity of © 
water in certain portions of the city. I would respectfully 
urge upon you the importance of procuring a better supply. 

At the commencement of the year I was fully aware that 
the expenses of the Department would be greater than ever 
before, owing to the fact that a large amount of repairs 
needed to be made, which have been done; anda new 
Steam Fire Engine and one four wheeled Hose Carriage, 
have been added to our force. I would say with pleasure, 
that with your support the past year, the Department has 
been put in a better condition than ever before. 

In conclusion, the Board of Engineers especially acknowl- 
edge their gratitude to His Honor the Mayor, and Gentle- 
men of the City Councils, for their readiness to grant what 
in their judgement the Department was most in need of, 
and their hearty support in the interest of the Fire Depart- 
ment the past year. I feel under deep obligations for the 
generous confidence and support you have uniformly given 
mein the performance of my duties. I also wish to express 
my deep sense of gratitude to the gentlemen associated 
with me as Assistant Engineers, for the prompt and faithful 
discharge of their duties ; also to the members of the De- 
partment for the faithful manner in which they have at all 
times discharged their duties, and I trust they will continue 
to merit the confidence and approbation of their officers 
and the public, in the future, as they have in the past.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


FOR THE YEAR 1870. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Aldermen : 


GenTLEMEN: At the expiration of the year, it becomes 
the duty of the School Committee, to make to you an 
annual report of the state of the schools in the City; with 
a statement of the condition of the schools and school 
buildings; the yearly cost of teaching the youth of the 
city; and such other facts regarding the welfare of the 
schools, as the*experience of the Committee may from year 
to year collect. 

The law by which the School Committee are chosen to 
remain on the board for three years, is working very well, 
giving the new members time to become interested and 
useful members of the board ; also the law requiring books 
to used be in the schools three years without changing,is ad- 
hered to, and prevents solicitations from publishers and 
annoyances from book agents ; it also gives the children an 
opportunity of studying by a continuous system, which if 
well selected by the Committee, is very useful to both 
scholars and teachers. 3 

With scarcely an exception, the school houses are in 
excellent order, and the Committee express their thanks to 
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the board of 1870,for the new school house near the Creek, 
just finished, which is now occupied as a primary school, 
having sixty-four scholars. The Committee request the City 
Councils to hire or build.a suitable room for the primary 
school on High Street, now taught by Miss Fitts, which is 
the only want of the Committee for a school-room for the 
coming year. 

The Committee have this year, for the first time, em- 
ployeda writing teacher for all of the intermediate and 
grammar schools, Mr. John S. Montgomery; and from the 
marked improvement in the scholars’ writing, will probably 
continue him a part of the coming year. 

Singing and gymnastics occupy the scholars a abot 
time during each session of the school, much to their advan- 
tage. Drawing is taught in some of the schools, but to be 
taught efficiently, needs a teacher, and should be made 
thorough and systematic, and be continued through the 
High Schools. The benefit of drawing is so obvious, that 
simply to mention the great advantage any mechanic who 
can draft a ship, or plan and build a house, has over his 
brother mechanic who cannot, teaches the Committee that 
scholars should learn to draw, commencing with the inter- 
mediate schools. Sketching from copies and from nature 
isa great accomplishment for the girls, while the most 
proficient can earn a living by practicing this beautiful art. 

The Committee recommend a small number of classes to 
each teacher, not exceeding three, and two is much pre- 
ferred. Several of the Committee are of the opinion that 
it would be for the advantage of the schools, to shorten 
the afternoon sessions in the primary and intermediate 
departments. They frequently call the attention of the 
teachers to the regulations, especially to Article 17, on 
ventilation, which should be thorough at each recess. Sil- 
icate or noiseless slates are used with advantage in the 
schools. | 

The multiplication table now taught in the schools, can 
be carried to 15 or 20 instead of 12, especially if the 
scholars are taught to repeat only to the square of each 
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number, it being as easy to teach a given number of figures 
of one denomination as another, and a child taught in this 
manner can answer 15x15 as easily as 11x11, and seldom 
forgets what it repeats so often when young. 

Uniformity of studies is necessary in graded schools, 
and should be carried through the grammar schools ; after 
that preferences should be allowed, but not to the neglect 
of reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic. | 

A history of the United States is now used in the Grammar 
schools, and we hope to see a universal history, Weber’s or 
Anderson’s, used in the High Schools as a reading book, 
with an occasional question in the most interesting parts, 
at each lesson. 

The yearly examination of the schools takes place about 
the middle of February, and the Committee expect parents 
and friends of the scholars to attend these examinations, 
which are preparatory to the advancement of the pupil to 
a higher grade school the following July. The time of ad- 
vancing the classes from one school to another of higher 
grade, has been changed from twice a year, to once a year, 
when the scholars are better prepared, and can be arranged 
in fewer classes. Teachers should not present children 
for examination unless well prepared, and the habit of con- 
tinuous evening study at home is injurious to the very 
young, for whom the school hours are sufficient. 

As the basis of all education is the primary school, great 
care is always taken by the Committee in selecting teachers 
for this grade of school, and primary school teachers 
should always speak correctly before children, and be in 
sympathy with them. When such teachers are found, they 
should be continued in the primary grade, and their pay 
advanced. The Committee think that the public schools 
would be more efficient even than now, were both teachers 
and parents, not so desirous to press their children forward ; 
while the Committee restrain all they can, knowing full 
well that a child pushed through all the schools, just as 
soon as he, or she, can pass their examination for each 
grade of school in rotation, will be found wanting, when 
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they have passed through all theschools. Then parents 
and children will have cause to regret an unfinished educa- 
tion, and a general want of thoroughness. | 

Book-keeping is not taught in our grammar schools, sim. 
ply because we have not the time. An occasional attempt 
at declamation is made, which we regret is not more 
thorough. We hope that the coming year will give us 
better declamation, which is the basis of all public speaking ; 
and gives the scholars command of themselves, especially 
when criticised and made to speak to the point, for then 
they must think before speaking, which in time becomes 
easy. 

The Committee have received from the City police, 
assistance when requested in looking after habitual truants, 
who rapidly increase when not well looked after. 

The schools are in excellent order, and both teachers and 
scholars are doing very well. Inthe opinion of the Com- 
mittee, the schools were never in better condition, both 
mental and physical, than at present. All the teachers, 
and scholars generally, are desirous of doing their best, in 
which they have the aid of the Committee. 

The Chairman is much gratified by the compliment of 
naming the new schoolhouse for him, and hopes that it 
_ may be as useful -as.it is ornamental.
